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Telus completes 
fibre network

Senior Telus officials 
were in Didsbury on Nov. 4 
to celebrate the completion 
of building the fibre optic 
network in the community. 

A majority of people in 
Didsbury can now access 
services, with “a handful of 
dwellings and some small 
businesses we are near¬ 
ing completion ... in the 
next month or two,” said 
Telus spokesman Chris 
Gerritsen. 

Gerritsen said for com¬ 
petitive reasons, the com¬ 
pany can’t disclose the 
number of customers Telus 
has in a given area, but he 
said Didsbury residents are 
among the company’s 1.4 
million Internet subscrib¬ 
ers throughout Canada and 
865,000 Telus TV custom¬ 
ers across the country. 

The new network, 
which allows data to be 
transferred at about 100 
Megabits per second 
(Mbps), is an improvement 
over Telus’s former 45 
Mbps copper network that 
was upgraded between 
2010 and 2012. 

Tony Geheran, president 
of the company’s broad¬ 
band networks, said during 
an interview that Telus offi¬ 
cials began investigating 
how the company could 
grow its customer base in 
2011 . 

He said officials decided 
the best way to do that 
was to upgrade to fibre 
optic technology. Because 
copper technology doesn’t 
have the same capac¬ 
ity as fibre optic, Geheran 
said that more frequent 
upgrades in copper would 
need to be made which 
would cost the company 
more money. 

Didsbury was chosen as 
one of two Alberta com¬ 
munities - Blarkfalds was 
the other - to pilot Telus’s 
fibre optic network. 

Geheran said when com¬ 
pany officials began inves¬ 
tigating potential commu¬ 
nities to install filin' optic 


in, they sought installation 
flexibility from municipal 
officials. 

Telus wanted to con¬ 
nect individual homes to 
the network at the outset 
instead of the traditional 
process of only providing 
the main network in a com¬ 
munity and then waiting to 
see if individual residents 
wanted the service. If the 
residents wanted the ser¬ 
vice, Telus contractors 
would then come back at 
a later date and dig up the 
ground in front of a home - 
a much more tune consum¬ 
ing and frustrating process 
for all involved, he said. 

The company is now 
using this new process in 
other communities. 

He said town officials 
were on board with wir¬ 
ing all individual homes, 
meaning that Telus could 
simultaneously build the 
infrastructure and canvass 
for customers. 

“And that’s exactly what 
we found in Didsbury," he 
said, congratulating town 
officials for working with 
the company to improve 
services for Didsbury resi¬ 
dents. 

Geheran said unlike 
other fibre optic upgrades 
of this type by other 
companies in other parts 
of North America, the 
Didsbury project only took 
a year to complete because 
Telus chose to build right 
to the premise and sell to 
that customer at the same 
time. That helped minimize 
disruptions to residents 
due to construction work 

“We believe that if we 
do this right ... well have 
a relationship (with resi¬ 
dents) that is sustainable," 
he said. 

Geheran declined to 
say how much the com¬ 
pany spent on the Didsbury 
upgrade. He did say, how¬ 
ever, that when conrpany 
officials investigated wir¬ 
ing most communities 
in Western Canada and 
Quebec with fibre optic, it 
was estimated to cost $5 
billion.

RCMP release service statistics

Didsbury RCMP say fluctua¬ 
tions in calls for service from 
July to September are not all that 
alarming when compared to the 
same time period in 2013. 

There were 25 crimes such as 
threats, harassment, assaults and 
sex crimes lodged between July 
and the end of September, up from 
nine occurrences during the same 
time in 2013. Thefts under $5,000 
however decreased to 13 from 
July to the end of September from 
22 the same time last year. There 
were no disturbing the peace com¬ 
plaints during the second quarter 
this year compared to 12 during 
the same time last year. 

“Statistics vary from quarter to 
quarter and year to year, based on 
people moving in and away from 
our jurisdiction. It’s based on who 
we're policing at the time and 
based on different variables,” said 


Cpl. Warren Wright, Didsbury's 
acting detachment commander. 
“I’m not really terribly alarmed 
by those statistics because in the 
next quarter those same stats can 
go down.” 

Wright said since the statistics 
refer specifically to occurrences 
within the town’s boundaries and 
don’t include numbers from else¬ 
where in the detachment area, 
the offences or occurrences relate 
mostly to Didsbury residents. 

Wright also said spikes in the 
numbers typically occur during 
the warm weather months (which 
includes this report), then will 
decline later in the year as the 
weather gets colder. 

False alarms continue to be an 
issue in Didsbury, with 31 report¬ 
ed to RCMP between July and 
the end of September. There were 
19 false alarms in the community 
during the same time period in 
2013. Wright said the increase can 
be attributed to more homes and 


businesses getting security sys¬ 
tems installed and then owners 
not being familiar with how they 
work and inadvertently setting 
them off. 

“It’s a matter of people getting 
used to their systems and being 
effective in enabling and dis¬ 
abling their systems. We found 
a spike because there was an 
increase in homeowners pur¬ 
chasing these systems in the 
last quarter,” he said, adding 
that a town bylaw exists to help 
limit the number of false alarms. 
After a home or business gets 
three false alarms, a written 
notice is issued and subsequent 
false alarms will trigger a bylaw 
fine. 

Traffic-related incidents in the 
second quarter increased in 2014 
to 748 from 690 last year, includ¬ 
ing an increase of five t raffic colli¬ 
sions within the town boundaries 
from 11 reported in 2013 to 16 in 
the third quarter of this year

The Knox United 
Church Thrift Shop 
has moved locations to 
the Didsbury Plaza in 
the former Giggle Gang 
Fun House location. 

The store moved 
from the old location 
on 20th Street on Oct. 
22. The volunteer staff 
said they found the for¬ 
mer location on 20th 
Street of less than 72 
square metres was too 
crowded. But the new 
space of 165 square 
metres gives the vol¬ 
unteers and patrons 
plenty of room, they 
said. 

The shop had been at 
the former location for 
12 years. 

“Our customers 
and our volunteers 
are really happy that 
we’re here,” said Joyce 
Waters, who manages 
the store and is also 
a volunteer. “(The for¬ 
mer location) was kind 
of overwhelmingly 
small. Here we have a 
lot of room for custom¬ 
ers and volunteers.” 

The store was only 
closed for one day to 
facilitate the move, 
thanks in large part to 
the many volunteers 
that helped pitch in. 

Waters said the store 
provides an important 
service to people who 
find it difficult to go 
outside the community 
because of transpor¬ 
tation issues. It wel¬ 
comes donations of 
clean clothing in good 
repair. 

The United Church 
Women, who oversee 
the store, gave out a 
total of $28,500 in 2013 
to 30 different orga¬ 
nizations through¬ 
out the area. Waters 
said the store gener¬ 
ally gives out a simi¬ 
lar amount of money 
each year in support 
of community orga¬ 
nizations.

It is often said that if 
people do not pause to 
remember those that 
have sacrificed, those 
sacrifices will be forgot¬ 
ten. And so Didsbury 
residents are asked to 
remember many of the 
men from this area that 
did not come home from 
the First World War. 

Ken Favrholdt, a mem¬ 
ber of the Didsbury 
and District Historical 
Society, shared a list 
with the Revine of men 
who enlisted in the 
First World War from 
Didsbury and the sur¬ 
rounding area who made 
the ultimate sacrifice. 

According to Joanne 
Pope, manager of the 
Didsbury Museum, 
the list shows that 114 
county residents served 
during the First World 
War, including 10 former 
Didsbury residents. 

“Any opportunity, 
especially around 
Remembrance Day, to 
recognize the veterans is 
a good thing,’’ Favrholdt 
said. 

There is a metal plaque 
in the Didsbury Museum 
which states, “In Memory 
of the Men of Didsbury & 
District who gave their 
lives in the Great War 
1914-1918.” 

The plaque is based 
upon enlistment and 


other records the 
Didsbury Museum has 
been able to secure 
throughout the years. 

The listed men include 
14 of the fallen: 

Lance-Sgt. Joseph 
Anderson, son of Mary 
Anderson of Didsbury. 
He died in August 1918 
and is buried in the 
Fouquescourt British 
Cemetery, Somme, 
France. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Canadian 
infantry (Alberta 
Regiment). 

Little is known, unfor¬ 
tunately, of Walter 
Arthur Bicknell, son of 
John W. Bicknell, who 
was a farmer originally 
from the U.S. Scant 
information is also 
known about Pte. T. 
Birchell who also served 
and was killed overseas. 

Richard Crees, son of 
George Crees of London, 
England was a member 
of the 2nd Canadian 
Mounted Rifles (British 
Columbia Regiment) 
who died in June 1916 
at the age of 27 and is 
buried at the Menin 
Gate Memorial, Ypres, 
Belgium. 

Pte. August Hermanson 
of the Alberta Regiment 
of the Canadian Infantry 
died in November 1917 
and is buried at the 
Menin Gate Memorial, at 
Ypres, Belgium. 

Robert Frank Lennie, 
son of Thomas and 


Eliza Lennie, died in 
September 1916 at age 
23. He is buried in the 
Contay British Cemetery, 
Somme, France. 

Pte. Joseph Mjolsness, 
a member of the 
Alberta Regiment of the 
Canadian infantry, died 
in August 1918 at age 27. 
He is buried at the Vimy 
Memorial, France. 

James Nelson, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Nelson of 
Scotland, of the British 
Columbia Regiment of 
the Canadian Infantry, 
died at Vimy in 
September 1916. He was 
27 years old. 

Pte. William Peck of 
the Canadian Infantry 
died in November 1917 
in Belgium. 

Pte. Thomas Potts, son 
of Frank Dobson Potts 
and Jane Potts, was a 
member of the Canadian 
Infantry. He died in 
France in June 1918. 

Lt. Joseph Emmett 
Stauffer, the son of 
Benjamin and Mary 
Stauffer, was a member 
of the Alberta Regiment 
of the Canadian infan¬ 
try. He was killed in 
April 1917 and buried 
at the Vimy Memorial in 
France. 

James Sinclair, son of 
David and Ann Sinclair 
of Scotland, died in 
August 1917 in France 
at the age of 40. Sinclair 
was attached to the 
Canadian Expeditionary 


Force. 

Pte. Charles Turner, 
son of Charles and Edith 
Turner of Warrington, 
England, died in 1916 at 
the age of 22 in Belgium. 

Wilton Edwin Vipond, 
the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Isaac Vipond of 
Didsbury, was with the 
Alberta Regiment of the 
Canadian Infantry when 
he was killed in France 
in February 1917 at the 
age of 28. 

It would seem that 
not all of the fallen 
heroes of the Didsbury 
district are listed on the 
plaque in the museum. 
Pte. Kenneth Lorimer 
Sanford, a school teach¬ 
er, died in December 
1917. He enlisted in 
the 187th Battalion 
at Didsbury. Lincoln 
Moyer of Didsbury, with 
the Canadian Infantry 
(Alberta Regiment) 
died in August 1917 and 
is buried in the Barlin 
Communal Cemetery, 
Pas de Calais, France. 
Pte. R.J. Townsend 
joined the 187th 
Battalion in Didsbury in 
May 1916. He was killed 
in the fall of 1918, just 
before the war’s end.

Municipal Planning 
Commission members 
were waiting for more 
information from pallia¬ 
tive care centre develop- 
ers when the sale of one 
of the properties they 
were proposing to build 
on fell through. 

During its Sept. 24 
meeting, the commis¬ 
sion tabled a decision on 
whether or not to issue 
a permit for a four-storey 
palliative care centre with 
associated health-care 
services on the former 


Heritage Crossing condo¬ 
minium site in downtown 
Didsbury. 

“There were a number 
of reasons. First , the appli¬ 
cation was incomplete,” 
said Dani Woodman, 
Town of Didsbury devel¬ 
opment officer. 

As well, she said com¬ 
mission members said 
they required more infor¬ 
mation about the pro¬ 
posal. 

MPC members tabled 
consideration of the appli¬ 
cation to the Oct 8 meet¬ 
ing. No further informa¬ 
tion had been received by 
that date, said Woodman, 


so the application was 
not brought back to that 
meeting. 

The sale of the former 
Heritage Crossing condo¬ 
minium site to develop¬ 
ers for the proposed first- 
of-its-kind palliative care 
centre fell through not 
long after. 

Ashbuiy Design owner 
Morris Monk said he 
chose to end the sale 
of the former Heritage 
Crossing condominium 
Oct 17 citing inability to 
close the deal with propo¬ 
nent Brent Hooton. 

Information presented 
during the Sept. 24 MPC 


meeting suggested the 
deal had already closed. 

“Land Titles Office 
showed 1324817 AB Ltd. 
and Custom Homes by 
Ashbury Design as cur¬ 
rent owners of the prop¬ 
erty; however, the prop¬ 
erties have been sold 
but the title has not yet 
been updated to the new 
owner: Brent Hooton 
or Isabella Homes or 
Desert Architecture," 
states the report to MPC 
about the proposed 
development. 

Rick Balbi Architect 
Ltd. is listed as the devel¬ 
opment permit applicant 


for the palliative care cen¬ 
tre at 2102-2110 20th St 
and 2014-2038 21st Ave. 

As it was proposed to 
MPC, the development 
would require waivers 
for not meeting minimum 
parcel size, minimum side 
yard, minimum rear yard 
or maximum parcel cov¬ 
erage policies. 

Minimum front yard 
and maximum building 
height would be at the 
discretion of MPC. The 
Heritage Crossing project 
was approved at a height 
of 63 feet, eight inches. 
The proposed palliative 
care project is proposed

“It is administration’s 
understanding that the 
owner is currently nego¬ 
tiating a purchase of the 
paved lots 2112-2120 20th 
Street for use as a parking 
area,” reads the planning 
department’s Sept. 24 
report to MPC. 

No information has 
been provided on whether 
the land deals were made.
